Service  an«l  Its  Measure. 

•Christ,  by  ward  and  example,  taught 
men  that  the  highest  type  of  character  is 
to  be  attained  through  service.  It  is  an 
easy  lesson  to  grasp  with  the  understand- 
ing, but  one  far  from  easy  to  embody  in 
won),  which  must  ac-  life.  Here  is  a quotation  which  fastened  it- 
self upon  us  a few  days  ago : “Humanity 
is  so  constructed  that  no  man  will  volun- 
tarily serve1  another.”  The  writer  meant 
that  by  nature  men  shrink  from  becoming 
servants  toieaeh  other. 

DEGRADING  SERVICE. 

There  is  a degrading  kind  of  service  in 
the  .world.  Where  individuality  is  de- 
stroyed by  service  that  service  is  at  heart 
wrong,  except  ip  rare  cases.  A wife  or 
daughter  may  become  a slave  to  an  invalid 
father  and  abandon  the  path  of  personal 
growth  and  independence ; and  yet  we  hes- 
itate to  pronounce  such  service  anything 
but  heroic.  Such  it  is.  It  is  truly  pa- 
thetic to  see  one  life  so  related  to  another 
that  is  redubed  to  helplessness,  as  to  Ijjp 
compelled  through  long  months  and  years 
to  abandon  the  high  claims  of  its  own  in- 
dividualism. 

But  taking  that  kind  of  service  which 
brings  men  into  the  relation  of  master  and 
servant,  who  can  have  failed  to  note  that 
such  service  is  often  degrading  to  a fearful 
degree  ? In  the  North  the  help  in  the  home 
is  usually  white  girls — some  arc  from  Eu- 
rope, some  ace  born  in  this  country.  It  is 
not  uncommon  to  find,  among  them,  beau- 
tiful. capable  women,  women  tar  more 
beautiful  amt  generous  by  nature  than  the 
housewife  herself.  It  is  very  well  known 
that  women  of  the  same  color  rebel  in 
taking  order®  frefm  each  other.  Here  is  a 
fine  young  woman,  who,  by  force  :ot  cir- 
cumstances, is  obliged  to  be  a servant. 
The  relation  front  the  start  is  shocking  td 
her  womanly  instincts.  For  ourself,  we 
have  always  lamented  the  necessity  of  ‘uch 
a position,  out  sympathy  fpr  women  in 
such  a position.  There  is  hardly  a day  in 
our  life  that  We  4o  not  experience  pain  in, 
vie^-  of  this  loss  to  some  in  this  our  large 
household  of  humanity.  How  often  does 
the  servant  become  a mere  convenience! 
Her  claims  upon  our  recognition  of  rights 
from  God  become  effaced  from  our  con- 
sciences. But  sa^ly  too  often  does  the  re- 
lation she  sustain®  discourage  her  hopes  of 
personal  improvement,  and  cause  her  to 
lapse  into  an  $mbitionless  state  of  igno- 
rance, which  proves  for  women  and  men 
alike,  a state  of  titmptation.  The  stress  of 
temptation  is  very  great  in  the  ignorant 
and  weak — ignorance  is  both  weakness 
and  poverty.
